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THE SECRETARY GENERAL OF THE NORTH ATLANTIC TREATY ORGANIZATION 
ANNOUNCED TODAY THE AWARD OF TEN FELLOWSHIP GRANTS UNDER THE 1975 
FELLOWSHIP PROGRAMME OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CHALLENGES OF 
MODERN SOCIETY (CCMS). 
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THE FELLOWSHIPS ARE AIMED AT HELPING SCHOLARS INCREASE THEIR 
SKILLS AND KNOWLEDGE IN THE FIELD OF NATURAL AND SOCIAL ENVIRONMENT. 
THEY ARE ALSO DESIGNED TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE TRAINING OF PROMISING 
INDIVIDUALS FOR NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL POSITIONS IN FIELDS WHICH

3. MISSION COMMENT: WHILE SIZE OF CCMS FELLOWSHIP PROGRAM- 
AND OF ITS INDIVIDUAL AWARDS-REMAINS VERY LIMITED, US REPS 

AT CCMS PLENARIES HAVE REPEATEDLY STRESSED PROGRAM'S SIGNIFICANCE 
IN TERMS OF PROVIDING NATO "SEED MONEY" IN ALLIED COUNTRIES TO 
PROMOTE WORTHWHILE RESEARCH PROJECTS ON POLICY QUESTIONS RELATING 
TO PROGLEMS OF THE NATURAL AND SOCIAL ENVIRONMENT, FOR WHICH 
FUNDING OFTEN HAS NOT BEEN AVAILABLE IN A NUMBER OF ALLIED 
COUNTRIES IN THE PAST; IN SO DOING, PROGRAM ALSO HELPS HIGHLIGHT 
TO ALLIED NATIONAL AUTHORITIES INVOLVED IN APPLICATION SCREENING 
PROCESS THE IMPORTANCE AND TIMELINESS OF SUPPORTING WORK THEMSELVES 
IN THESE FIELDS. WE BELIEVE THAT THE PROGRAM, WHICH LIKE CCMS 
ITSELF- WAS ESTABLISHED AT US INITIATIVE, IS ACCOMPLISHING ITS 
OBJECTIVES. END COMMENT.
